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The prior art rejection over Karthikeyen in view of Bessho is hereby withdrawn for 
the reasons that follow. 

The Examiner has considered Applicant's arguments and, although not in 
agreement with all of them, believes that there is sufficient justification to withdraw the 
aforementioned rejection and hold the claims as allowable. In particular, if it may be 
said that it would be obvious to substitute the non-thermal plasma disclosed by Bessho 
for the thermal plasma taught in the Karthikeyen document, which remains a point on 
which the Applicant and the Examiner do not agree, than it must also be true that the 
skilled artisan would employ the same introduction method for introducing the precursor 
compounds as is contemplated in Bessho. It had previously been the Examiner's 
contention that the skilled artisan would inject the precursor as an atomized spray per 
the teachings of Karthikeyen but would do so neat per the teachings of Bessho. 
However, it is acknowledged that the skilled artisan would likely not mix and match 
process considerations in the manner indicated by the Examiner and to suggest that a 
skilled artisan would do so would be tantamount to an improper hindsight reconstruction 
of Applicant's invention. That is to say, Bessho introduces the precursor in their 
invention as a vapor and, thus, if one of ordinary skill were to replace the plasma 
disclosed by Kathikeyen with the plasma described by Bessho, they would, likewise, 
utilize the same introduction method as was employed by Bessho. 

Furthermore, the Examiner notes that Karthikeyen touts the special attributes of 
a plasma flame as it pertains to particle formation in the paragraph bridging the first and 
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second columns of the cover page of the reference. This might be considered a 
teaching against the earlier-proposed combination. 



For the reasons cited supra, and because a modified survey of the prior art did 
not yield a reference more germane than those already of record, claims 1-2, 5-17, and 
19 are deemed allowable. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
